2. aTATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-16, 20-25 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Lin (US 5,144,630), 

With respect to claims 1-16 and 20-25, Lin shows ia Fig. 4-5, a laser illumination system comprising two diode pumped 
solid state lasers 1 and 30 to produce two or more respective wavelengdis (2, 31, 36) along a common optical axis, a controller 27, a 
frequency doubling section 35, a fiold minor 37, one combiner mirror 34, a target area 28, a collimatmg nurror 3, and a delivery 
system 29. 

Claims 17-19 and 26 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as beii^ obvious over Lin (US 5,144,630) in view of Nielsen 
(US 5,291,505). 

With respect to claim 17, Lin discloses all limitations of the dahn ejtcept for the attraraator. Nielsen teaches an attenuator 
22 (Fig. 1). For the benefit of attenuating the beam, it would have been obvious to one havmg oidinaiy skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide Lin an attenuator as taught by Mdsen. 

With respect to claim 18, Nielsen discloses a detector 23 (Fig. 1). 

With respect to daira 19, Nielsen discloses a diffuser 22 (Fig. 1.). 

With respect to claim 26, Nielsen disdoses a ibedback from the detedor (Pig. 1).
